Freedom From Drafts and Dampness 
the Main Consideration. 

The shepherd who Is wi.se enough to 
be prepared for wet wintry days and 
cold ■winter nights docs not dread loss- 
es from pneumonia and the mortality 
In the lambing season of next Febru- 
ary and March that will come from 
breeding ewes that have been weak- 
ened by exposure, says a Kansas flock, 
master. 

It does not matter whether the sheds 
used by the sheep are so very warm or 
not, but they must not be so open that 
the wind can whistle throuch them, 
though there must be plenty of ventila- 
tion. Plenty of light and ventilation 
end freedom from drafts are the main 
considerations. The warmth the 
shed is less important than the neces- 
sity of a good, sound roof. 

Do not put more than fifty sheep In 
a single shed. More than that number 
will be S'ard to manage, and the 
chances of accidents among ewes with 
Iamb will Le gteatly increaaed. Tbe

of crowding tbe place. Tbe floor must, 
of coarse, l>e abaointely dry and re- 
main that way. 

Tbe feeding rack should t>e placed 
on one aide of the shed and should con- 
sist of a flat bottomed trougb at tbe 
bottom, surmounted by a well built 
rack, made of slats nailed about tbree 
Inches apart. Put It out far enough 
from tbe side wall so that tbe ewes 
may feed at it from both sides. 

Where tbe 8|)aee is not great enough 
to allow tbe rack to be built out from 
the wall so sheep can ft>ed from both 
-ildes, tbe bottom of tbe rack will bave 
to lie built slanting enough to slide all 
the grain, hay, chaff, trasliy bits of 
forage and loaves, down to the side 
where tlie sheep are fee<ling. This will 
keep the far side of the ra^ k from ail- 
ing up with moldy feed. 

Unless the celling Is made very tight. 
It is a bad practice to store feed over 
a shed room occupied by sheep, as the 
teeds and chnfT will sift down throagh 
cu where tbe sheep are feeling or lying 
ind help t» apoM tko «MlHj •( tke
